stormy an afternoon as the house had 
in many a day. 

Fight for Wood Vain. 

Nevertheles, in spite of a vain fight 
led by Representatives Prince, Cooper 
and Martin, the house adopted the re- 
port, which had been approved by -its 
conferees and accepted by the senate, 
if President Taft signs the bill, 
as is said he will. General Wood 
will be removed from his office on 
March 4, 1913, and. the retention or 
disposa] of many army posts which 
the war department has characterized 
as useless will be left to a commis- 


sion. 

Representative Prince ,began the 
fight after a report by characterizing 
it “as an insult to the army, the house 
and the country,” and in the debate 
which followed Representative Cooper 
brought in the name of Senator Hanna, 

“In all my public career,” Mr. Cooper 
said. “I know «of no officer who has 
been so malignantly misrepresented as 
General Wood. I was told on the very 
best authority that when General Wood 
was in charge of affairs tn Cuba a 
certain senator askeqg him what he 
proposed to do about Major Rathbone, 
director of ports of Cuba, then 
volved in the postai frauds: 

Allemes Wood Defied Senator. 

““Senator,’ responded Wood, ‘I pro- 
pose to prosecute him.’ 

“*Do that, Wood,’ replied the sena- 
tor, ‘and I will see to it that you 
never rise higher than captain in the 
service.’ ”’ 

“Since that time,” continued Mr. 
Cooper, “that senator ang his powerful 
friends have hounded him,” 

The interchange which followed 
brought in the name of Senator Hanna. 

Representative Martin, of Colorado, 
followed with an attack upon one of 
the senate conferees and pointed out 
that, among the army posts which the 
war department proposed to abolish. 
buy which would now be left to ‘the 
disposal of a commission, was Fort DVD.

“Undoubtedly there are gentlemen 
whose condition would be improved if 
General Wood were legislated out of 
office,” shouted Mr. Martin. ‘Men in 
the army who are sons-in-law of leg- 
Nslators and who have been allowed to 
jump 700 numbers over the heads of 
other officers to a brigadier general- 
ship would have a better chance of 
promotion if a man of General Wood's 
type were disqualified.”

Accompanied by heavy blasts of 
wind, which also did great damage, 
the rain poured in torrents, making 
traffic almost impossible and tying 
up suburban trolley service tempo- 
rarily. 

A plate glass window in the display 
windows of the Guthman Laundry 
Company's building on Peachtree 
street, near Houston, was shattered 
by a blast of wind about 10 o'clock. 
The damage is estimated at $400. A 
plate glass in the White Motor Com- 
pany, adjoining the Guthman build- 
ing, also was blown out at the same 


time. The loss here is estimated at 
$100. 

A glass window, valued at $1900, in 
the Pryor. street entrance to the 


Candler building, was broken about 
10 o'clock and several other display 
windows in that section were shat- 
tered by the stiff wind.

Chicago, June 13.—Eight delegates 
for Colonel Roosevelt and 18 for Presi- 
dent Taft marked the day’s gains of 
the chief rivals for the republican 
presidential nomination, from the deci- 
sion of contest cases by the republi- 


can national committee. 
In addition the committee settled 


disputes between rival Roosevelt fac- 
tions in two»districts ef North Caro- 
lina, thus clearing -the colonel’s title 
to votes from those sections. 

It was a day of Roosevelt victories 
achieved with the full acquiescence of 
the Taft majority on the committee. 
Missouri's contests, which ‘hreatened 
another battle between the Taft and 
Roosevelt factions in which the lines 
would be closely drawn, were com- 
promised so effectively that the com- 
mittee was unanimous in giving 
Roosevelt 8 and Taft 6 of the con- 
tested delegates from that state. 


The Decisions Thursday. 


The decisions today were: 

For Taft, 2 each from the second, 
third, fourth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
Mississippi districts; 2 each from the 
third, seventh and fourteenth Missouri 
districts.

Washington, June 13.——(S8pecial. )— 
President Taft's callers today repre- 
sented him as unperturbed by the tac- 
tics of the Roosevelt people at Chi- 
cago, and confident in his nomination 
and in his election in November. 

Visitors state that the only single 
doubt is due to the reports that money 
is being freely offered by the Roose- 
velt people to certain southern 
gates. The president, however, has 
little trepidation on that score. lie is 
either personally acquainted with the 
Breat majority of southern delegates 
or knows their history. 

He is positive that mighty few 
them can be touched by promises 
money or office. Under no 
stances does he believe that enough 
men can be influenced by money or 
otherwise to bring about the nomina- 
tion of Roosevelt. 

“Money will not buy enough votes at 
Chicago to put Roosevelt across with 
the prize,”’ declared Senator Smith of 
South Carolina, at the white house to- 
day. “That gteam roller is doing the 
work mighty well and every time it 
makes a move you hear noises like 
the lions of Africa in distress. Those 
national committeemen at Chicago are 
to be commended for their courage in 
doing the right thing in the face of the 
worst bulldozing and _ intimidation 
ever attempted in the politics of this 
country.

WORK ASSURED 


Finance Committee Provides 
for Important Work--Other 
Matters Acted Upon. 


The rebuilding of Forsyth street 
from Alabama to Mitchell—a change 
in its ‘surface or grade lines if neces- 
sary and itg repaving—was cared for 
by the finance committee of the gen- 
eral council in its budget for the last 
six months of 1912, which was present- 
ed to that body and adopted yesterday 
afternoon without a dissenting voice. 

In presenting its estimate of receipts 
and expenditures for the year Alder- 
man Candler, chairman of the finance 
committee, said that the proposed 
changes desired by property owners 
along the two blocks indicated had 
been provided for and wag included in 
the sheet of estimated income and ex- 
penditure. 

“The finance committee,” said Alder- 
man Candler, “was unable to find the 
amount of money the superintendent 
of construction has fixed for the work. 
but your committee has arranged with 
the property owners along the street 
to provide the $9,100 required for the 
work and look to the council for reim- 
bursement later.” 

In making the reapportionment the 
finance committee, according to the 
chairman’s report, had found in the ap- 
propriation to the fire department 
$5,000 which could be transferred to 
other uges. It has been able to take 
away temporarily from the Grady hos- 
pital $3,000 because the new building 
had not been completed by April 1, as 
had been expected. Chairman Candler 
stated that it would take from $8,000 
to $10,000 toecomplete' the nurses’ 
dormitory and that it had been de- 
cided to add ten pupil nurses to the 
hcspital staff. It would require $4,000 
for tha purchase of two lots for two 
new fire engine houses, one in the first 
ward and one in the fifth. 

The report added $150,000 to the re- 
ceipt side from unsettled paving ac- 
counts. 

The report proved satisfactory to the 
general council, every member except 
Councilmen Guess and Mason being 
present.

Albany, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—

ports on the condition of corn in this 
section would be received in June. 
Owing to the abundance of rain, it 
was believed that a splendid yield of 
corn was assttred, and all early re- 
ports were encouraging. But now 
comes word that while the corn crop 
iS NOt exactly in a bad way, its con- 
dition is far from satisfactory. That 
there has been too much rain, result- 
ing in an unhealthy condition of the 
plant, is, in short, the sum and sub- 
stance of what farmers report.

MUNICIPAL GAS PLANT 
WILL SOON BE FINISHED 
Albany, Ga., June 13.—‘Special.)— 
Albany’s municipality-owned gas plant 
will be ready for operation some time 
between July 15 and 30. All mains 
have been laid in the old section of 
the city, and they are now being 
placed in Arcadia. The two contain- 
ers have been erected, and the ma- 
chinery for making gas 4s now being 
placed in position. The mains are of 


sufficient capacity to supply a city 
with a population of 40,000. 

Albany's wonderful success in the 
ownership and operation of her water- 
works and electric light systems so 
shaped public sentiment that all at- 
tempts of outsiders to secure a fran- 
chise for a privately-owned gas plant 
failed, and @#vhen an election was held, 
bonds were authorized by an over- 
whelming majority for the construc- 
tion of a municipal gas plant. Besides 
getting lights for streets and—public 
buildings free, and having as muéh 
water as is required for all municipal 
purposes, the city of Albany gets 
something like $20,000 a year net reve- 
nue from the waterworks and lighting 
systems.

Throughout the day Grace has ex- 
perienced signs of life in his limbs by 
the involuntary action of the tendons 
and muscles and tis overjoyed atthe 
prospects of recovery. His physicians 
also are highly pleased with the out- 
come of the operation and expect 
greater results in the course of time. 

Despite a baq night he experienced 
following the operation, Grace was de- 
cidedly cheerful today. His condition 
is far better than expected, according 
to the statement of Drs. Turner and 
Bailey, and unless complications set 
in he will survive the effects of the 
incision within a few weeks. 

Dr. T.. J. Bailey said today: 

“Grace's physica] forces are in readi- 
ness fer action, owing to the relief of 
the depression against the spinal cord 
caused by the bullet embedded in a 
dorsal of the vertebrae. The brain and 
nerve substance, however, cannot 
overcome the remaining pressure as 
yet, and therefore are helpless to 
transmit over the diseased portion of 
the cord. However, in the course of 
time we expect this trouble to dimin- 
ish and function to be restoreg to the 
now inanimate portion of his body.” 

Although there are great probabili- 
ties that he never will recover: from 
the paralyzed state, it is the opinion 
of his physicians that Grace will be 
able to walk about on crutches. Just 
when Is a matter of speculation, owing 
to the recovery of the affected spinal 
cord, which is expected to be slow and 
indefinite. 

“The incessant twitchings of Grace's 
limbs and the apparent life in the 
tendons and muscles ts a sign of Hfe 
in the physical portion. This was 
caused by the relief of pressure upon 
the cord. We are fighting now’ to pre- 
vent the appearance of complications 
and poison in the wound caused by the 
incision. I have little doubt, 
but that he will survive the

We do not undertake to arbitrate the merits of the quarrel as 
between the Roosevelt and Taft wings, and the scattering volleys 
from La Follette and Cummins.

What most con- 
cerns us is the influence upon the chances for democratic success 
—and they grow brighter with every gathering testimonial to the 
irreconcilabiJity of the split between the warring partisans of the 
G. &: P. 

Where the operations, and the effect, of the “steam-roller” do 
not provoke an inevitable mirth they bear a semblance to the pa- 
thetic in politics. For the deftness and regularity with which 
the colonel’s contesting delegations have been flattened have in- 
troduced into both camps elements of demoralization and incon- 
sistency which are faint reflections only of the troubled waters be- 
neath. 

For instance, only three days ago, the irritated, Roosevelt sup- 
porters had their tempers fairly under control, and were protest- 
ing vehemently against the atmospheric rumors forecasting a 
“bolt.” A change has come over their mood. It is reported that 
at a meeting of the colonel’s cohorts, ‘bolt” talk was so aggressive 
that the presiding officer, William Flinn, of Pittsburg, had to use 
all his power to quell it and switch the conversation. But Flinn 
is himself in no conciliatory mind. For, later, rasped by the rhyth- 
mic remorselessness of the “steam roller,’ he declared that some 
conditions justified “political rebellion.” He was careful to explain 
this did not mean a bolt, but that “tomahawking” within the or- 
ganization to which The Constitution referred a few days ago. 
He elaborated to the effect that republican members of the elec- 
toral college, where so minded, would vote for Roosevelt, regard- 
less of Taft’ssnomination, and that while such a course “might lose 
the presidency, it would win, locally.”

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BOARD AND COUNCIL REDUCTION. 


Seeming unanimity of opinion at the recent joint meeting of 
the council committees on taxes and ordinances looking to the re- 
duction of membership not only in the council, but as well in the 
various city boards, is distinctly encouraging and if embodied in a 
charter amendment to be asked of the legislature would be simply 
a’ redemption of the pledges of both the commission and the anti- 
commission advocates made to the people in the late charter re- 
vision campaign. 

It will be remembered that the opponents of charter revision 
met the arguments of the other side with the admission that both 
council and the boards were too cumbersome. They did not favor 
their entire abolition, but virtually agreed to prune both and to 
take steps that would simplify city government. There can be 
little doubt that their victory was to a measurable extent due.to 
public approval of these suggestions, and the belief they, would be 
executed. 

Touching the merits of the innovation, there is small room for 
argument. There have been many costly lessons in the past point- 
ing the unwieldiness of the prevailing arrangement, the garbage dis- 
posal plant, the school scandal and the park board wrangle all be- 
ing contributory illustrations of the ineptitude of our present 
system. 

If action is to be secured at the impending session of the gen- 
eral assembly, steps must at once be taken by council. The dis- 
cussion has gone over until the joint meeting of these council bodies 
next Wednesday. They would not exceed the exigencies, of the 
situation did they ask a special meeting of council, if that 18 essen- 
tial to the framing of the necessary amendments in time to comply 
with legal requirements. 

Public sentiment is a unit in demanding such changes in our 
method of municipal administration as will promote simplicity and 
directness, avoid duplicated functions and make for modern effi- 
ciency. Progress by council in that direction will be merely:in line 
with repeated pledges and hand-to-hand co-operation in behalf of 
the ultimate welfare of the city. 


ATLANTA, A COMING LOWELL. 


The Constitution’s story, published recently, relative to the 
Tallulah Falls hydro-electric development, current from which will 
probably be wired to Atlanta by the first of the year, emphasizes 
a phase of this city’s commercial advantages to which the average 
citizen is just beginning to pay adequate attention—and that is her 
prospective southern supremacy in the manufacturing field. It is 
estimated that the flow of the current into Atlanta from the falls 
alone will double the manufacturing capacity of the city, and that 
at a rate comparatively nominal. 

The Habersham county development is but one of several that 
will be accessible to the consumers of this city. Other north Geor- 
gia projects already feed city wires, and others still are to be 
brought into subjection. The number of small water-power possi- 
bilities yet latent in that section will, combined, supply the city 
with a volume of current surprising to even the well-informed 
citizen. 

This is not to take into account other water-power projects in 
central Georgia, electricity from which will shortly be available for 
light and power in Atlanta and vicinity.

On top ofthis situation, place Atlanta’s strategic position; her 
great and growing railroad facilities; and, of almost primary im- 
portance, her huge sweep of almost every raw material used in in- 
dustry, such as cotton, iron, steel, asbestos, lime, cement, manga- 
nese and what-not. Consider, then, the spirit of thrust and enter- 
prise that has characterized the city since it discarded swaddling 
clothes. The completed and logical picture is that of a huge man- 
ufacturing and distributing center, supplemented by corporate ac- 
tivities already beginning to manifest their enriching influence. 

If within five years after the Panama canal is opened to traffic 
this city is not listed near the front of the great producing munici- 
palities of America, the fault will be that of its citizens. And, on 
that count, Atlanta has already given earnest of a citizenry that is 
equal to every opportunity that shows above the horizon.

Griffin, Ga., 
The Central of Georgia railroad will 
begin dispatching its trains by tele- 
phone instead of by telegraph on June 
16. Several days will be required to 
completers the installation of the new 
system, between Macon and Atlanta, 
and the first official messages will be 
spoken over the wires on next Sunday, 
and from that date all trains between 
the two cities wegen, « Be hap be dispatch- 
ed by the telephoné system. In gen- 
eral plan, the equipment is the same 
as that furnished for the section of 
road recently so equipped from Co- 
lumbus, Ga., to Birmingham, Ala, 

At present there is a short section 
of road from Macon to Bolingbroke, a 
distance of about 15 miles, on which a 
telephone blocking system has been 
used. This line is to be converted and 
extended to Atlanta, a distance of 
about 105 miles, as a selective train 
dispatching system. 

Seventeen way stations will be 
equipped and fifteen siding telephones 
will be installed in booths to be built 
along the right-of-way. Every train 
operated on this division will carry a 
portable telephone set, which may be 
copnected to the line at any point in 
case of emergency.

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EMORY’S ATHLETIC POLICY 
FIXED, SAYS COL. CANDLER 


Colonel Asa G, Candler, president of 
the board of trustees of Emory college, 
Says that the statement about the 
trustees voting on intercollegiate ath- 
letics and that a motion to permit 
such sports was lost by two votes 
was not true. He says the policy of 
Emory in regard to this matter was 
fixed and had been fixed for twenty 
years. 

In speaking of the matter, Colonel 
Candler said: 

“I read in The Constitution a special 
from Oxford in which was the follow- 
ing paragraph: . 

“*A movement put on foot by some 
of the members of the board of trus- 
tees to allow Emory to take part in 
intercollegiate athletics was barely de- 
feated here yesterday. The motion 
| was lost by two votes. The college 
boys are rejoicing, as they count the 
decreasing vote of the opposition ag 
a sure sign that Emory will some 
day come to her own.’ 

“These statements are unfounded. 
There was no movement or vote in the 
board of trustees on the subject of 
intercollegiate athleties. The policy 
of Emory college .on that subject ‘s 
settled and has been settled for above 
twenty years. This honored institu- 
tion is the property of the annual con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, in Georgia and Florida, 
and these conferences have acted on 
this subject in strong condemnation 
of those hurtful and distracting sports. 
The trustees would scarcely raise an 
issue with the conferences, who own 
the college, even if their own senti- 
ments did not accord with the action 
of the conferences; but as a matter of 
fact a large majority of the board do 
agree with the conferences on this 
subject. Moreover, noble men who in 
the past gave largely to the college, 
and who have passed away, made their 


gifts to the Institution because they ap- 
proved the policy of the college in this 
and other matters affecting the moral 
life of the’ students. The trustees will 
scarcely turn away from policies which 
these generous men meant should be 
perretual 

“The trustees of Emory college had 
higher and better things before them 
than intercollegiate athletics at their 
meetings in Oxford. They found the 
tncome of the college during the past 
year the best in its history, and the 
prospects for an increased patronage 
next term most cheering. Accordingly 
their proceedings were characteriz21 
by harmony and hopefulness. Steps 
were taken looking to the erection of 
a dormitory with every modern con- 
venience in order to provide for the 
increased patronage which is assured 
for next year. 

“It should also be stated that the stu- 
dents showed a spirit of devotion to 
the college which was at one with 
the spirit of the trustees. The board 
received petitions from the student 
body with reference to the bettér.su- 
pervision of the fraternity halls, but 
not one on the subject of intercolle- 
giate athletics, 

‘Perhaps the wishes of the writer of 
‘the special’ from Oxford were father 
to his thoughts and the inspirer of 
his imagination when he wrote the 
paragraph quoted above. Certainly#he 
had no facts to justify his statements. 
Emory college is seeking to accom- 
plish results which would be hindered 
by intercollegiate sports, and neither 
the patronizing conferences, the board 
of trustees nor the faculty have any 
idea of impairing the work of the 
institution by changing its policy in 
this particular.

MISUSE OF MONEY 


‘CHARGED TO TAFT 


Fitzgerald Bitterly Attacks $25,- 
000 Expense Fund 


Alleged That President on His 
Recent Western Trip Mulct- 
ed Newspaper and Secret 
Service Men to Bolster His 
Depleted Funds. 


Washington, June 18.—Charging that 
President Taft had misused the $25,000 
traveling expense fund voted yearly 
by congress, Chairman Fitzgerald, of 
the house appropriations committee, 
today bitterly attacked the president 
during consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. He declared 
the president on his recent western 
trip had mulcted the newspaper and 
secret servict men in spite of protests, 
to bolster his depleted funds. 

“It is deplorable,” he said, ‘‘to have 
to state these factg to the Wouse and 
the country.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald declared, however, 
that he would vote for the item, which 
eventually was adopted, 78 to 55. He 
said facetiously that he believed it 
would “pay the democratic party and 
the country if the president traveled 
He then referred 
directly to the president’s western 
trip, 

“The pro rata cost of each person 
was figured out, and every newspaper 
man was requested to pay $1,500 to 
pay for his expenses. Out of the fund 
for the suppression of counterfeiting 
and the protection of the president of 
the United States «4,500 was taken to 
defray the expenses upon the train of 
three employees of the secret service, 
against the protest of the acting chief 
of the secret service.”’ 

Former Speaker Cannon, Represen- 
tative Gillette, of Massachusetts, and 
Representative Sherley, of Kentucky, 
democrat, argued that it was neces- 
Sary that the president see the coun- 
try and the country see the presi- 
dent. Representative Page, of North 
Carolina, democrat, who offered the 
amendment striking out the appropria- 
tion, declared the money was being 
voted in order to enable “gatherings 
at county fairs to elect exhibit A as 
their president of the United States.”

on the north side of Cooper street, a 
short distance east of Whitehall 
street. It has a frontage of 102 feet, 
with a depth of 160 feet. It was re- 
cently purchased by the members of 
the Central Baptist church for a con- 
sideration of $16,000. 

The new building will occupy a 
space about 9$0x130 feet on this site. 
It will be three stories in height, and 
will contain unique features which 
have never been installed before in 
any church in the south, particular at- 
tention being paid to a special depart- 
ment for children. These plans are 
as yet only in a tentative state, but 
will shortly be turned over to archi- 
tects for perfection. 

Work of tearing away the old church 
building on Forsyth will start within 
thirty days after the sale of the prop- 
erty has been closed. 

Church Losing Young People. 


In discussing the proposed White- 
hall Temple, Dr. C. A. Ridley, pastor, 
said: 

“There is no use disguising the fact 
that the church is not holding its 
young people. For years my heart 
has been pained as I have watched 
the big boy drop out of the Sunday 
school and tear himself away from the 
church. And he never goes by him- 
self. The girl goes with him. For 
better or worse, and it is unusually 
worse, but they go out with linked 
hands. 

“Our Sunday school specialists offer 
all sorte of suggestions, none of which 
do the work. The boys and girls keep 
on leaving our church and Sunday 
schools. For years I have wondered 
why. In trying to answer the ques- 
tion for myself I have discovered some 
things which, in my judgment, have 
had much to do with the making and 
perpetuating of this problem. 

“The very architecture of the aver- 
age church has a tendency to drive 
the big boy out of the Sunday school. 
For instance, the Sunday school is in 
every respect a separate and distinct 
service of the church, with children 
especially in mind. But the specialist 
says the Sunday school is not to he 
regarded as a special service for 
young people and children. His the- 
ory is correct, but as a matter of fact 
it does not work. In theory the Sun- 
day school is the teaching service of 
the church, and the service which fol- 
lows is the preaching service; but as 
a matter of fact the children make 
up the former and the grown-up folks 
the latter. The old folks do not at- 
tend the teaching service because it 
is for the children, and held in the 
small quarters especially built for this 
primary work, and the children do not 
attend the preaching service because 
‘it is held in the big church where 
father and mother attend.’ The very 
architecture helps to widen the breach 
and drive the young people from the 
church and its services, 


Will Change Conditions. 


“The time has come when we shal] 
correct this architectural blunder, and 
not have a big house for the preaching 
service, which is regarded as alto- 
gether too holy for the patter of lit- 
tle feet and the pranks of little hands, 
and a little house for Sunday school 
that is beneath the notice of so many 
throat-whiskered grandads who have 
graduated in all those primary 
branches. 

“In our new temple we are going to 
do our best, in an architectural way, to 
put all the services on an equal basis. 
Everything on the second and third 
floors is to be built around one great 
auditorium. One gallery will contain 
at least ten separate class rooms, each 
one facing the main platform of the 
church; but Iike Calvary church, of 
Washington City, these class rooms 
will be thrown into one great gallery, 
with a seating capacity of 500 when 
needed. And on the second floor, 
around the auditorium, will be other 
special class rooms used by the Sun- 
day school; but all these classes will 
reassemble in the ‘big church’ for the 
closing exercises.

Black Who Wounded & C 
Ritchie Hanged and Shot 


Wilcox County Farmer, Al- 
though in Serious Condition, 
Identified His Assailant Be- 
fore the Latter Was Strung 
to Tree by Posse. 


Cordele, Ga.. June 13.—(Special.)— 
E. C. Ritchie, a prominent white farmer 
of near Rochelle, in Wilcox county, 
was shot and seriously wounded by a 
negro tenant on his farm early Thurs- 
day morning and by noon the negro 
would-be murderer was caught by a 
posse of enraged citizens, neighbors of 
the wounded man, swung to a nearby 
tree, after having been identified by 
Ritchie, and his budy riddled with 
more than a hundreg bullets. 

This information was Yeceived in 
Cordele through a prominent citizen 
who came up from Rochelle on the 
afternoon train shortly after the negro, 
whose name could not be definitely 
learned, had been lynched, 

Mr. Ritchie’s condition is considered 
serious as a result of the wounds 
inflicteq in his chest and right arm 
by two bails from the pistol fired by 
the negro. According to reports, how- 
ever, there is a chance for his re- 
covery. 

Details of the affray, as learned 
here, are to the effect that when the 
negro was unusually late at his work 
on the farm of Mr. Ritchie, situated 5 
miles south of Rochelle, Thursday 
morning and the landlord was under- 
taking to lecture the negro for his 
tardiness, he deliberately drew a pis- 
to] from his pocket ang fired two 
shots, the first entering Mr. Ritchie’s 
chest from.the right side and passing 
out through the left and the second 
ball passing through the right arm. 
After the negro fired the two shots he 
ran. News of the affair spread rapid- 
ly over the community and within a 
short time a score or more of men were 
in pursuit of the fleeing man. The 
black was captured and carried be- 
fore Mr. Ritchie, who is said to have 
identified him positively. 


JUDICIAL RECALL 
TO CAUSE A FIGHT 


Washington, June 13.—The right of 
congress to “recall” the judges of the 
commerce oourt by legislating to re- 
duce the number of circuit judges by 
five, as contemplated by the senate, 
presents a fine quegtion of law which 
may reach the supreme court of the 
United States, accor@ing to officials 
of the department of justice. 

A high official of the department to- 
day declared that congress could not 
thus legislate the five judges out of 
office in view of the constitutional 
provision that federal judges shall 
hold office during good behavior. 

In establishing the commerce court, 
congress increased the number of clr- 
cuit judges by five and stipulated that 
that number should periodically be as- 
signed to the commerce court. The 
right of congress to abolish the court 
is not questioned, but many officials 
strongly hold to the view that these 
five judges, once appointed, cannot be 
deposed unless the circuit courts of 
appeals where they serve, In addition 
to their duties on the commerce court, 
are abandoned. 

The line, however, is sharply drawn, 
many lawyers in congress claiming 
that these judges were created for the 
commerce court and in abolishing 
their functions there the judges like- 
wise are deposed, 

Officials of the department of jus- 
tice point‘out that in case congress 
succeeds in abolishing the commerce 
court judges, they may continue their 
duties as circuit judges and sue for 
their salaries through the court of 
claims, and, if necessary, appeal to 
the supreme court, where the intricate 
problem would be determined,

Everything was happily orig- 
inal, and if there were any echoes 
connected to the affair they will not 
develop until-the wives of some of the 
attendants learn of the exposures 
at the banquet of their hugband’s con- 
duct while enjoying the “On-to-Dal- 
las trip.” 

Although Texas was the alleged 
subject of the meeting and most of 
the speeches, the speakers could not 
rid themselves of the immutable At- 
lanta spirit, and the Gate City was 
showered with the usua] bouquets and 
plaudits. 

But at any rate, it was displayed 
plainly that the Atlanta delegation to 
the Dallas convention absorbed con- 
siderable Texas cnterprise and ginger, 
apd expressed themselves accordingly 
of their impressions of the Lone Star 
state. 

Ivan E. Allen, a vice president of 
the Ad Men’s Club, was impressed 
with Texas. “Atlanta is Atlanta,” he 
said, “because it hasn’t any competi- 
tion this side of the Mississippi.

Washington, June 13.—The _ inter- 
state commerce commission today held 
the pipe companies transporting oil 
between the states are common ‘car- 
riers with the obligations of such, and 
ordered thirteen of the largest oll 
pipe lines to file schedules of rate by 
September 1 and to comply with thes 
provisions of the interstate commerce 
act. 

The commission holds: 

That the obligations of a common 
carrier are impressed upon a pipe line 
engaged in the transportation of oil 
in interstate commerce even though 
such pipe line was built over its pri- 
vately acquired right-of-way and 
transports only its own oil. 

That such traffic is not divested of 
its interstate character by placing the 
ownership of the pipe line in 4ifferent 
corporations in each state through 
which the transportation passes, . or 
by transferring title to the oil to 
each of such corporations as the 
oil enters the pipes of that corpora- 
tion. 

That no state statute declaring pipe 
lines to be common carriers can be 
effective, because if the federal act is 
ineffective, a similar statute of an indi- 
vidual state is of no avail, 

That a pipe line is not a common 
carrier, merely because it utilizes the 
right-of-way of a common. carrier 
railroad.

Morgan City, La.. June 13.—Morgan 
City and the surrounding country was 
swept last night by a severe southeast 
wind which brought a rise of 2 feet 
of tide water to add to the inundation 
of the streets from the Mississippi 
crevasse water. The principal busi- 
ness street of the city is from 3 to 4% 
feet under water, Or about 1 foot 
deeper than was experienced from the 
1890 storm and tidal wave. 

Every telegraph wire in this section 
is down and tue first communication 
with the outside world was had at 1:45 
o'clock this afternoon, when a tele- 
phone wire to New Orleans was 
patched up. 

No loss of life has been reported, but 
it will be impossible to communicate 
with the surrounding towns for per- 
haps several gays. 

The wind reached a velocity of i9 
miles an hour during the night. This 
afternoon it had died down to about 
10 miles an hour, .

VOLCANO VICTIMS 
ARE IN DISTRESS 


Washington, June 13.— President 
Taft, in a specia]) message to con- 
gress, asked for an appropriation of 
$100,000 to be expended by the revenue 
cutter service in caring for volcano 
victims near Kodiak, Alaska. 

The president’s meesage said: 

“Information comes of a freliable 
character that through the action of a 
volcano in the neighborhood of Kodiak, 
Alaska, more than a thousand people 
are rendered homeless and unless aid 
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stricken 


can be given them they are likely to 
sufter severely. I ask, therefore, an 
immediate emergency appropriation to 
be expended by the revenue cutter ser- 
vice under the direction of the secre- 
tary of the treasury. The danger is 
said to be in the neighborhood of large 
salmon canneries and should the 
streams of the country be clogged and 
poisoned as is likely by the volcanic 
explosion, loss of life ig certain to 
ensue unless relief is granted. 

“I recommend that an appropriation 
of $100,000 be made for this purpose.” 

There were no deaths on Kodiak 
island fro the volcano and the ashes 
have stopped falling, .according to a 
message today from Governor Clark. 
It is not improbable, he adds, that 
smaller villages west of Kodiak and 
nearer the volcanic area have suffered 
worse, Information is lacking, he says, 
as to the villages on upper Bristol bay, 
which apparently are within the zone 
of the disturbance. It is believeg the 
disturbance is general among three 
or four of the more active volcanoes in 
the region between Seward and Una- 
laska, oGvernor Clark said,

are on the revenue cutter Manning are 
badly in want of government aid and 
help mugt be had at once, according to 
a telegram from Deputy Marshai Arm.

sidiary, was also given.

‘Chairman Mack, “and I have attended 
Many democratic as well as republican 
conventions.” 

Chairman Mack said tonight 
the question of a temporary chair- 
manship was still unsettled, saying: 
“We bave talked about Judge Parker, 
Senator O'Gorman, Ollie James, Sena- 
tor Kern and others for temporary 
presiding officer and that is as far 
as we have got. As for the perma- 
nent chairmanship, that is a maiter 
for the committee on permanent or- 
ganization.” 

“What about the presidential 
didates?”’ was asked. 

“I can say this: That there will be 
no serious conferences on the presi- 
dential nominations until after the 
Chicago convention,” replied Chairman 
Mack, who added that the principal 
planks in the Baltimore platform 
would be the tariff, the high cost of 
living and the trusts. 

Cardinal Gibbons, it was announced 
tonight, will deliver the invocation at 
the opening of the convention. 

NEW YORK, ILLINOIS, INDIANA 
MAY AGREE ON CANDIDATE 

New York, June 13.—Norman E. 
Mack, chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee; Urey Woodson, sec- 
retary, and Roger C. Sullivan, the Illi- 
nois leader, left New York this after- 
noon for Baltimore to take up the 
preliminary work of the convention 
there. Thomas Taggart, national com- 
mitteeman from Indiana, was expect- 
ed here tonight. 

Before their departure for Balti- 
more, Messrs. Mack and Sullivan dis- 
cussed the situation -with Charles F. 
Murphy, the Tammany Hall leader. 
Their meeting gave rise to reports 
that a plan of mutual support by New 
York, Llllinots and Indiana for a can- 
didate at Baltimore was under consid- 
eration, in case there should be no 
nomination by the convention upon 
the first few ballots.

CUBA OBJECTS 
TO U. 8. OFFICER 


Island Government Wants No 
Action That Savors of 
Intervention. 


Havana, June 13.—Secretary of the 
Interior Bru stated today that the 
proposition to send Major General 
Leonard Wood or Brigadier General 
Enoch H. Crowder on a mission (to 
Cuba woula be regarded with disfavor 
by the government if they came with 
authority to arrange terms of settie- 
ment between the government and the 
insurgents. ‘ 

The Cuban government fears that if 
a mission from the United States were 
to have authority to arrange a settle- 
ment, it might involve recognition of 
some demands of the negroes. The only 
concession the Cuban government was 
willing to make was the allowance of 
a few days’ grace to the rebels in 
which to surrender, after which the 
only course open to the government 
would be to proceeq to stamp out the 
insurrection. Of its ability to do this 
with promptitude the government en- 
tertained no doubt. 

General Monteagudo, the Cuban 
commander-in-chief, reports to the 
government that a column under Colo- 
nel Valiente has defeated the forces 
of Generals Estenoz and Ivonet at 
Jarahueca, killing many of the rebels. 
The Havana evening papers announce 
this as a great government victory, 
statine that the rebels were routed 
and lost many hundreds of men and 
that it means a crushing blow to the 
insurrection. 

The latest dispatches from Santiago, 
however, say that the reports of this 
engagement are greatly exaggerated: 
that apparently it was Only a smart 
skirmish, flve negroes being killed 
with a government loss of one man 
wounded. 

Havana evening papers assert that 
Colonel Orestes Ferrera, who is nuw 
on a special mission in Washington, 
sends word that-it is the intention of 
the United States to withdraw the 
warships from Cuban waters, but dis- 
patches from Oriente say the Ameri- 
ean ships are still active transport- 
ing marines to the threatened points 
and carrying supplies to stations al- 
ready established. 

No Officer to be Sent. 

Washington, June 13~—The admin- 
istration has not seriously considered 
sending any army officer to Cuba at 
this juntture to bring about peace 
between the factions. 

The proposal emanated from persons 
in Cuba, probably resident foreigners 
with large financial] interests at stake,

WILD-CAT STOCKS | 
TO BE PROHIBITED 


Chamber of Commerce Wants 
Georgia to Protect 
Investors. 


That several million dollars are an- 
nually obtained from Georgians for 
bogus stocks and securities is be- 
lieved by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, and that institution will 
seek to enact a law at the next legis- 
lature which will cut down materially 
the activities of the wildcat stock 
salesmen in this state. 

The bill favored by the chamber of 
commerce closely follows one recently 
put tInto effect by the state of Kansas, 
giving authority to the comptroller 
general to Investigate all companies 
dealing in securities «and to deny. li- 
censes to any that he deems unfit. 

This law has been favored for sev- 
eral years by 
gia, and the business men of the coun- 
try also urge its passage, as they de- 
clare that not only are the investors 
swindled, but good securities are hurt 
because of the suspicion cast upon 
them. Under the present law the 
comptroller is forced to grant licenses 
after the companies lave complied 
with a few simple regulations. 

The bill that the chamber of com- 
merce Will present to the legislature 
has’ been drawn by Hugh M. Willet, 
of Bagley & Willet, and will be sub- 
mitted at a joint meeting of the cham- 
ber of commerce committees on stocks 
and bonds, insurance and legislation 
this afternoon.

HE American Poultry Association 
was organized in Buffalo, N. Y., On 
February 15, 1873, by state and 

county poultry associations in New 
York and prominent breeders from 
many parts of the United States and 
Canada. 

Many of the men who then entered 
into this work have passed out into 
the beyond, but the work that they 
did in organizing this poultry associa- 
tion will continue. From the (first 
ameeting, in 1873, this association has 
been steadily increasing in its power 
for the advancement of the poufry in- 
dustry. Its success has been wonder- 
ful; its influence world-wrfde. 

At the first meeting a “standard of 
excellence’ was agreed upon. This 
first standard was issued in 1873. The 
work was so wel! done that at the 1874 
meeting of the association there were 
only a few changes made in it, and 
they were of minor importance. 

To Meet Annually. 

It was Getermined that the associa- 
tion should meet annually, at which 
giaeetings changes in the standard, if 
it was deemed necessary, could be 
made.

Feeding Little Chicks. 

A. A. Daughtry, Dublin, Ga.—Uncle 
Dudley: I notice you state in one of 
your letters of recent date that little 
chicks should never be fed on corn 
meal. I would be glad for you to ad- 
vise the best feed for chicks, Also 
the best feed for old chickens. I am 
feeding what they call scratch feed, 
but is is expensive at $2.50 per hun- 
dred pounds... Also advise if there is 
any danger in giving chickens too 
much beef scrap. I thank you in ad- 
vance for any information you may 
give mé. 

Answer—My objection to using corn 
meal for feeding little chickens is 
based on the fact that sour food of 
any kind will quickly put a fowl or 
a duck out of business. Again, -a 
chicken, in order to exercise the en- 
tire body together, should be fed on 
something that will put the gizzard 
to work, so as to develop it, and soft 

will not do that. Hard, small grain 
chickens gives better results 
than any other food which can possi- 
bly be fed them. I prefer small rice 
entirely until they get to be twenty 
davs old. The cost of rice is quite 
small, as they do not require much 
of it. 
After thev are twenty days old you 
can feed them on commercial foods, 
but see to it that it is well balanced 
and has very little corn in it. Grown 
fowls should be fed very lHttle corn 
in ‘the summer, unless you want to 
fatten them for market. There is no 
egg food in corn; it produces only fat, 
and fowls do not need to be fattened 
in the summer particularly in order to 
get the best results in eggs from 


them. 

You should feed the commercial 
food in the morning, but never give 
them more than they will’ eat up 
Clean. They should not be given any 
grain whatever in the middle of the 
day, but a grain food just before roost- 
ing time. 

There is a prepared food fed as drv 
mash—called chicken chowder—which 
you can buy anywhere that 
feed is sold. This should never be 
fed dampened, nor should chickens be 
given wet food at any time in the 
summer. They must have an abunda- 
ance of fresh, cool water. The dry 
mash will make them thirsty. and un- 
less you give them a full supplv of 
water, the laying hens will fall off in 
the egxg output. 

Beef scraps should not be 
little chickens and the ration shoul4 
be cut to one-half _for the grown 
fowls. Fresh beef is best for the lit- 
tle chickens. They should have this 
at least twice. a week, and in thes 
event vou cannot.«get the fresh becf 
a small quantity of beef scrap which 
is not damaged may be fed with safety 
twice a week to the little chicks.

Pulling Out Feathers. 


J. T. Smith, Toccoa, Ga.—My Dear 
Uncle Dudley: In February I ordered 
five Buff Orpingtons, which appeared 
all O. K. except that the hens had a 
break in feathers on back. Now, all 
the feathers are gone and thev are 
trying to pull out wing feathers. 
Many thanks for a remedy 

Answer—tThis is a bad habit which 
fowls get, and it is very hard to cure. 
It is caused sometimes by a want of 
animal matter. The only remedy 
which I have ever Known that will 
effectually cure it is to turn the fowls 
out on a range. This never occurs 
except the fowls are confined in a yard 
or in poultry runs. If you can get 
them out on a range you had better 
do so at once.

The investigators visited the scene 
of the accident and minutely examined 
the wreckage, taking a number of 
photographs. They returned to head- 
quarters and were in session but a 
short time before they reached their 
verdict. Three eye witnesses, Corporals 
Adams and Ostrander and Private Mc- 
Cloud, of the aviation squad, were ex- 
amined, although all the board had 
witnessed the accident. 

A pall hung over the reservation at

A waterpower is valued according to the amount of primary power it 
can afford. Primary power is power which can be sold under a guarantee 
that it will be delivered every day for twelve months of the year. 


The capacity of a waterpower is measured by the number of pounds 


of water passing a given point in 4 given time, multiplied by the height (in 
feet) of the head which can be maintained upon the wheels; thus, if we 
have 1,000 pounds of water passing a point.every minute and it falls 33 
feet on -the wheels it represents static energy to the extent of one horse- 
power, or 33,000 foot-pounds tq the minute.

The year 1905 was very nearly as low as 1904, but this one is enough to show 
that low water is one of the chief difficulties with which this development 
will have to contend. It ig customary on streams which show such heavy 
decline in the amount of their discharge, to build dams that will form stor- 
age reservoirs of sufficient capacity to supply this shortage, but in this 
instance this will be impossible as the fall in the river is so rapid and the 
gorge is so narrow above the dain site that the reservoir will be very lim- 
ited in its capacity. 

During the winter months, when the rainfall is heavy, it is probable that 
the 30,000-horsepower can be supplied by using every drop of the water;
